CALL FOR ENTRIES – DEADLINE AUGUST 1, 2006 
 
ELIGIBILITY - Open to any artist residing in the United States, 18 years of age and older.  Pieces submitted must be original work of the entrant and completed 

within last five (5) years. Art work must contain elements of wildlife as a focal point, but may be paired with other subjects.  All entered work must be 
available for sale. 

MEDIA AND LIMITATIONS - Competition open for: PAINTING, DRAWING, WATERCOLOR, GRAPHIC ART, PHOTOGRAPHY, COLLAGE, MIXED 
MEDIA AND SCULPTURE.  Entries cannot exceed 96 inches in any direction and/or 250 pounds.  Entries must be appropriately  framed and/or 
supported.  No entry requiring art ist presence for moving or assembly will be accepted.  

ENTRY FEES - $20 for three slides or digital images. No more than 3 entries accepted per artist. 
SUBMISSION - All work must be submitted by slides or digital camera images.  Artist may submit up to two 2” x 2” 35mm color slides or two digital camera 

images of EACH entry.  Digital images must be in .jpeg or .gif format.  Each slide or image must be labeled with name of artist, title, medium, and 
frame size.  Indicate top and front.  Glass or taped slides will NOT be accepted. Slides and images must be labeled with information that corresponds to 
entry form. Include SASE for return of slides.  Friends of Columbian Park Zoo  will not be responsible for loss or damage to any slides submitted, 
although utmost care will be taken in handling.  

NOTIFICATION - Only work selected by the juror will be exhibited.  Notification cards and slides with SASE will be mailed by August 15, 2006.   
ACCEPTANCE - Friends of Columbian Park Zoo reserves the right for the Juror to reject, upon review, work with unacceptable craftsmanship and/or quality not 

discernible in the slides or digital images.   
INSURANCE - FOCPZ accepts no responsibility for art work in -transit to/from or during the exhibition.  We urge each artist to purchase insurance to cover works. 
RECEIVING - Works selected for exhibition must be received or hand delivered during the week of September 18-23, 2006 between 9AM and 3PM (EST) to Zoo 

Offices.  
RETURN OF EXHIBITS - Exhibited work may be claimed on Saturday, October 7, 2006 between 9AM and 3PM (EST) from the exhibition area. If unable to pick 

up during this time, arrangements must be made in advance and a porterage fee of $5 per piece will be charged.  Any work not picked up by October 7, 
2006 becomes the property of Friends of Columbian Park Zoo. 

SALES - FOCPZ will take a commission of 25% on any sale made during exhibition.  Purchasers make checks payable to FOCPZ, a non-profit 501c3 corporation, 
and artist will be paid within thirty days.  

AGREEMENT - Submission of a work of art shall be understood to indicate an agreement on the part of the entrant, with all conditions set forth, including 
permission for reproduction in general publications and newspapers.  

EXHIBITION - The FOCPZ Wildlife Art Show will be open to the public as part of Tippecanoe Art  Federation’s Fall Gallery Walk on Friday, September 29, 2006 
and will continue through October 7, 2006.  Awards will be presented on September 29 at 8:00PM and award winners, or their representatives, are 
requested to be present . 

AWARDS -  Over $5,000 will be awarded
